To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Boldon  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  & Gentlemen, 

I submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  your  District,  for  the  year  1946  ; 
together  with  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a decrease  in  the  incidence  of 
Infectious  Diseases.  SCARLET  FEVER  and  DIPH- 
THERIA continue  to  decline.  New  cases  of  TUBER- 
CULOSIS are  on  the  increase.  The  Boldon  Isolation 
Hospital  has  had  only  14  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
admitted  during  the  year,  3 of  which  were  from  outside 
the  area.  On  the  whole  we  can  consider  the  Boldon 
Urban  District  has  a good  clean  bill  of  health. 

After  two  years  discussion  with  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
Durham  County  Council  and  our  own  Authority,  it  was 
finally  agreed  that  part  of  Boldon  Isolation  Hospital  be 
used  for  the  treatment  of  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  main  block  has  been  taken  over  for  this  purpose  ; 
one  side,  bed  cases  and  the  other  side  a recreation  room. 
The  upstair  block  also  is  a dormitory.  Since  the  18th 
June,  1946,  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  Durham  County 
Council  have  sent  into  the  Hospital  29  patients  suffering 
from  TUBERCULOSIS.  Seventeen  of  these  are  still  in 
Hospital,  the  majority  making  excellent  progress  ; of 
the  remaining  12,  which  were  admitted,  one  died  of 
Tuberculosis  Meningitis  ; some  could  not  settle  away 
from  home  ; others  had  domestic  worries  at  home  and 
some  proved  to  be  unsuitable  for  sanatorium  treatment 
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Contacts — Two  Anterio  Poliomyelitis,  ten  Smallpox, 
and  1 Typhus  contact  was  notified  during  the  year, 
the  families  were  visited  and  all  precautions  taken,  no 
cases  developed. 

In  March  of  this  year,  I arranged  with  the  Ministry  of 
Information  for  Cinema  Slides  to  be  shown  at  the 
Palace  Theatre,  Boldon  Colliery  during  the  “ 1946 
National  and  Local  Publicity  Campaign,”  illustrating 
the  importance  of  Immunisation  for  Diphtheria.  Also 
in  support  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  publicity  organisa- 
tion and  the  Governments  Educational  Campaign 
against  Venereal  Disease,  I made  arrangements  for  the 
display  of  several  posters  in  the  district,  these  posters 
were  supplied  free  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A brief  review  of  the  statistics  for  the  year  1946  show 
an  increase  of  60  Births  over  1945,  bringing  the  Birth 
Rate  up  to  19.2  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
population  of  15,850  as  given  by  the  Registrar  General 
shows  an  increase  of  930  as  against  last  year’s  figure  of 
14,920.  15  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one  year  ; 

8 from  Birth  Injuries  ; 3 from  Premature  Birth  and  the 
remainder  from  miscellaneous  causes,  bringing  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  up  to  49.1  per  1,000  Live  Births. 
172  Deaths  from  all  causes  were  registered  as  belonging 
to  the  district  giving  a death  rate  of  10.0  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  This  is  a decrease  of  29  deaths  as 
compared  with  last  year.

Comparability  Factor. 

The  variety  and  magnitude  of  local  population  move- 
ments and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civihan  war  deaths 
have  together  combined  to  frustrate  the  attempt  to 
secure  comparabihty  between  local  death  rates  by  the 
use  of  Area  Comparabihty  Factors  and  the  preparation 
and  issue  of  such  factors  are  being  suspended  under 
present  conditions.  Hence  the  Death  Rate  of  10.0 
is  merely  the  Crude  Death  Rate  and  cannot  be  corrected, 
at  present,  for  the  district.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECnOUS 
DISEASES. 

Up  to  the  moment  there  have  been  but  few  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  in  this  community.  Scarlet  Fever 
began  to  decline  years  ago,  and  is  still  doing  so. 
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Diphtheria  also  showed  a satisfactory  decline  in  this 
District.  The  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  was  below 
the  average. 

During  the  year  there  were  6 cases  of  Diphtheria 
in  this  district. 

The  Health  Department  received  15  cases  for  the 
treatment  of  Scabies,  these  received  treatment  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  premises  has  been  carried  out  by  your 
Staff  on  the  removal  of  all  cases  of  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  and  on  the  termination  of  the  period  of  isolation 
if  the  patient  has  been  nursed  at  home.  The  clothing 
and  bedding  of  the  patient  is  disinfected  in  the  steam 
disinfector  at  the  hospital.  Disinfections  are  also 
carried  out  at  houses  where  the  death  or  removal  of 
a person  suffering  from  tuberculosis  has  occurred.

During  the  past  year,  19  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  10  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis were  notified. 

6 deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  4 from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

As. before,  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Company.  Bacteriological 
Examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  owners.  This  ex- 
amination is  necessary  in  case  any  water-borne  disease 
is  brought  into  the  district  by  troops  or  evacuees.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Visits  and  Inspections  to  dairies  and  byres  during  the 
year  were  : — 125,  dairies  and  133,  byres.  Total  258. 
Five  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  One  was  to  sho\v  for  Tuberculin  tested 
certificate  and  the  others  were  Accredited  Milk.  Three 
Accredited  samples  were  found  to  be  below  the 
standard  laid  down. 
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The  following  Dealers’  licences  to  use  the  special  de- 
signations stated,  were  renewed  for  12  months  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936  and  1938.  : —
